Tlie ciiampion gelding of the year was exjiected 
start in the long-distance races at the recent 
Washington Jockey Club meeting, but the injury 
to his foot and a had attack of catarrhal fever 
made it an impossibility for trainer .Madden to 
get the Belvidere gelding in condition to fill his 
engagements at Wa.shingtt>n, Salvidere has put 
on plenty of flesh since his retirement and looks 
better now at the beginning of winter than he did 
at any time during the racing season.

TALKING ABOUT A DEAD ISSUE. 

Giving currency to what is probably a baseless 
rumor, to the effiK't thaf as far back as last Sep- 
tember the JiK'key Club had decided to do away 
with tho standing start system in favor of the 
walk-up plan of starting, the New York Sun says: 
“But wiiile it Is said that the Jockey Club stewards 
have yiehlod to an alleged public clamor the fact 
remains that there are many conservative horsemen 
wiio believe tliat the walk-up system will not be 
a permaiwiiit fixture. These men liave Insisted all 
along that the walk-iip starting would afford an 
Immense advantage for quick breakers at the post, 
wliJle horses not Inclined to get away at a given 
signal would be so hopelessly handicapped that 
they would have practically no chance to make up 
lost ground, Tliis has always been the contention 
of some of the biggest bettors on the eastern turf, 
and as these speculators usually study every angle 
of racing with extreme care it is thought that 
some attention aboold be paid to these operations.*'
